Such funds must include not only the 
cost of land, but also the cost of grad- 
ing, drainage, grass, trees and shrub 
plantings, buildings and other improve- 
ments.

Re: Leasing of Park Lands 


Leasing of public park lands would be a 
reversal of the City and Park Board’s long 
established philosophy of development and 
ownership. It is a practice generally 
frowned upon by good park administration. 


To lease recreational lands even though 
usage by the private interests may be 
planned for valid recreation purposes will 
lead to other demands for commercial en- 
croachment of park lands and open spaces. 


The rights of the lessor must be taken 
into consideration and in some instances 
could lead to the loss of the City’s right to 
provide for unforseen easement such as 
sewer services, highways or bridges or 
img of future usage as open space or park 
and. 


Park land is developed slowly. Its usage 
may vary widely over the years from woods 
and open space to a highly developed picnic 
and play area. Its loss might not be felt 
during the early years of use but its loss 
could be critical as the City expands. 


DECEMBER 23, 1963 


If the City and Park Board’s jurisdiction 
of public park land is sublimated to private 
interests who are entitled to erect buildings 
or to make costly expenditures of a physi- 
cal nature on City property, it becomes 
extremely difficult to retrieve the land, if 
needed for City use. It can become a poli- 
tical issue and a moral issue at some future 
date upon expiration of a lease-hold, if 
the lessee has not yet amortized his busi- 
ness investment. There may always be a 
tendency to renegotiate a lease upon terms 
suitable to the commercial venture, to pro- 
tect the investment that has been placed 
on public property. 


If, after exercising the best judgement 
in light of all the facts, it seems desireable 
to lease a parcel of public park land, it 
should be leased at fair market rates based 
on value received. A valid real estate ap- 
praisal should be made and the rate of 
return be based fairly upon the property 
value as any commercial lessor would do. 
The City will not, then, be accused of leas- 
ing at a cheaper rate than another lessor 
would for a comparable site. This also guar- 
antees the public who owns the land a 
fair return on their dollar.

The Cemetery Committee at the request 
of the Park Board has completed a study 
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of the Special Care Accounts. With the 
assistance of the staff we have prepared 
the following information on the 2 ceme- 
teries, Mt. Hope and Evergreen. 


At Mt. Hope there are 51 Special Care 
Accounts, ranging from $50.00 to $5,000.00 
with a total invested $24,048.80. 


At Evergreen Cemetery there are only 
5 Special Care Accounts ranging from 
$400.00 to $1,000.00 and a total invested 
$2,800.00. 


The income derived from an investment 
of both funds at 4% would yield $1,073.95. 
The same investment at 8% would yield 
$805.46. Since our average return is between 
8% and 4% we can assume the Board’s in- 
come is $940.00 per year. 


In 1963 we spent a total for materials at 
Mount Hope of $444.55 and at Evergreen 
$50.50. This amount coupled with a total 
labor expenditure of $320.00 results in an 
expense to the department of $815.05. 


You can readily see we are in the black 
with this operation. 


Therefore unless or until the Special 
Care Accounts become either to cumber- 
some or an expense we recommend con- 
tinuation of present program. 


Carried. 


By the Cemetery Committee— 


Considerable time and study has been 
given the internal audit report recently 
submitted by the Controllers Division. 


It has been agreed that pre-numbered 
work order forms will be composed and 
used but that our present system of burial 
permits will continue because they portray 
important information not needed on the 
work order. 


We have no objections to a system of in- 
ventory of developed lots and graves being 
shown on financial statements as recom- 
mended to be set up by the Controller, nor 
to his system of equipment inventory which 
we heartily endorse. 


Certainly all personnel responsible to 
administration of Cemetery affairs should 
be famliar with rules and regulation gov- 
erning the operation. 


Our understanding is that cash now in 
the Cemetery field office is being handled 
according to prescribed standards. 


Delinquent accounts will be reconciled 
with the City Attorney as suggested and 
future collection on contracts will be as- 
sumed by the Controller through the 
Treasurer’s Office as recommended. 


Monies collected at the Cemetery field 
office or the City Hall for Cemetery bene- 
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fits will be deposited directly with the City 
Treasurer with subsidiary reports submitted 
to the Controllers office for postings to 
original documents. We would anticipate 
using a satisfactory type of receipt form 
agreeable to each Department. 


It is expected that the Controllers office 
will provide the accounting necessary for 
Park Board and staff’s use, keeping accurate 
records of Perpetual Care, development and 
operational accounts and providing a bal- 
ance sheet and statement of operation at 
regular intervals. Continued study and con- 
sideration will be given to other matters 
requested.
